Spr. Vanduzee 
Writes of Red 
Cross Efforts 


The following is an extract 
from a letter received by Mfrs. 
F. Stone of Dog Pound from her 
brother, M414166 N.B. Vandu- 
zee, Spr. Royal Canadian Engin- 
eers, 4th Field Co., Somewhere 
in England. Mrs. Stone has been 
kind enough to grant the Chron- 
icle permission publish the let- 
ter. 


“You asked me what the Red 
Cross was doing for us. They do 
not do anything for the boys un- 
til they take sick. Then they 
give all they can in comforts 
and it is quite a lot. But they do 
better than that. In places that 
are badly bombed they help with 
clothing, foodstuffs, hot drinks 
in the night and things like that. 
I just give you one little inci- 
dent that happened and believe 
me, I am for the Red Cross from 
now on. If it will help to raise 
money use it. 

“I was up to London some 
time ago. Of course I was up 
for fun and had it. Here they 
take in the sidewalks about 10 
o’clock. I came in to bed about 
11 and before I got undressed 
the alert went. Of course like 
the rest I dove into a shelter, 
curled up in a corner and went 
to sleep. As I had my sweater 
and overcoat on, it wasn’t too 
bad. Along about six bells I 
crawled out and rubbed the sleep 
from my eyes, cussed a little at 
having to miss sleeping in a soft 
bed, and started to hunt some- 
thing to eat. I walked about two 
blocks when I saw a young wo- 
man on the street with a child 
about three and and another a 
year old. They were in their 
night clothes and nearly frozen. 
They had left their beds and 
made for a back yard shelter 
when a bomb hit their house 
and it was no more. What money 
she had was in the house and 
she lost that. I wrapped one kid 
in my sweater, the other in my 
tunic, put my coat ‘on her and 
got them into a cafe for break- 
fast and to warm them up. We 
then rounded up a taxi, headed 
for the Red Cross which was the 
only place open, and had them 
fitted out with clothes and they 
stayed there in a warm place 
until the authorities fixed them: 
up. The Red Cross had hundreds 
like that every day. When I left 
she said, ‘God bless you, Canad- 
ians and the Red Cross’. 

“They need help far worse 
than we do so go at it although 
we don’t get any help until we 
are sick. That happens every 
time there is a raid. The govern- 
ment helps them all but like all 
government things they had so 
much red tape to go through and 
so many cases to handle in a big 
raid that a lot of people would 
suffer a lot more if it wasn’t for 
the Red Cross.”

“Going Back’’—1. 

The belief that varieties of wheat 
and other crops deteriorate, or “go 
back,” is widespread. This belief is 
probably quite old; indeed, it may 
trace back to Charles Darwin's con- 
viction that “nature abhors self- 
fertilization,” Thus in the early years 
of the present century we witnessed 
efforts to rejuvenate Red Fife and 
Marquis by crossing different plants 
of the same variety. This resulted in 
“regenerated” Red Fife, or “regener- 
ated” Marquis; but there was never 
a shadow of evidence that the re- 
generated strains were any more pro- 
ductive than the originals. 

The “going back” idea may be 
strengthened by the knowledge that 
growers of hybrid corn must renew 
their seed each year. However, the 
situation with cross-fertilized crops, 
such as corn, is quite different from 
that with crops mainly self-fertilized 
such as wheat, oats and barley. 

The fact that Thatcher wheat suf- 
fered from leaf rust this year has led 
many people to believe that its rust 
resistance is weakening. This is em- 
phatically not so. Leaf rust and stem 
rust are caused by two quite differ- 
ent fungi. Thatcher has always been 
susceptible to leaf rust, and there is 

nothing to suggest that it is less re- 
sistant to stem rust than it was ten 
years ago. 

Deterioration in farm stocks of 
wheat is due to volunteering of other 
varieties grown a year or more 
earlier, to mechanical mixing in 
machinery or granaries, to livestock 
pasturing on or passing over fields, 
and to occasional natural crossing 
with other nearby varieties. 

The occurrence of speltoids in 
wheat might be considered an ex- 
ample of deterioration through 
natural causes; but they appear to be 
largely self-eliminating.

This might be as good a time 
as any to remind readers that 
Russian Thistle is becoming 
more of a Menace in parts of 
this district. So far the infesta- 
tion is mostly on roadsides and 
fence rows, or in places where 
cultivation is not possible. But 
this fall it was found growing 
in crop on two farms where the 
farmers did not know the weed 
—and that.is the beginning of 
trouble. 

Some readérs may remember 
about ten years ago when Tumb- 
ling Mustard began to invade 
this district. We were told that 
it would neyer be a serious men- 
ace here. «: 

The Mustard has been “held 
down pretty well, some districts 
showing. only a slight infesta- 
tion now, but Russian Thistle is 
not easy to control. 

It is not possible to complete- 
ly eradicate this weed as it will 
not stay home and is always li- 
able to blow in from other dist- 
ricts. It. can, however, be held 
in check and prevented from be- 
coming the. serious menace that 
neglect has allowed it to become 
in other districts. 

Burning is the surest and the 
cheapest way to destroy Russian 
Thistle where cultivation is not 
possible. Cutting is of no use as 
the plant will grow again and 
set seed late. Where cultivation 
is not possible Russian Thistle 
must be burned or pulled out by 
the roots: while still green.

Deliveries 


OTTAWA, Oct. 7—During the 
week ended Oct. 3, export clearances 
overseas of wheat amounted to 1,912,- 
555 bushels, the Dominion bureau of 
Statistics said today. This compared 
with, 2,082,555 bushels for the corres- 
ponding week in 1940. The accumu- 
lated total for the period from Aug- 
ust 1, 1941, to Oct. 3, 1941, was 23,- 
303,716 bushels compared with 15.,- 
503,290 bushels a year ago. 

Wheat receipts in the prairie 
provinces for the week ending Oct. 
3, 1941, amounted to 6,086,116 bush- 
els, a decrease of 1,504,069 bushels 
from the revised figures of the pre- 
vious week. During the correspond- 
ing week:a year ago the receipts 
were 24,692,214 bushels.
